built on a gradual inocline from the bullding out to the street, on a grade

which will ensble the fire truck to be becked in without difficulty. This w
will necesaitate oxtending the runway out into $he street elight or ten-
foot ,and in order that the surface of the streed may bequniform material

I would recommend that it be made of Bitulithic material.On account of the
doorway helng level,and the street on & grade, it will be nuvceasary to
bresk the grade of the sidwwalk in two places and oyhterwise warp it 80 a3
to meet the two differing grades. While this will not prepent the heast of
appearance ,it is probahly thé best that can be done with this situstion.
The work will cost in the neighborhood of 3 70.00.
